By the mail immediately following 
the issue of a money order, the postmaster 
transmits the corresponding advice to the 
postmaster at the otiice upon which it is 
drawn. The latter is thus furnished, before 
the order itself can be presented, with all ne- 
cessfry information to detect lraud, if any 
should be attempted. 

Any office may draw upon any other office 
in the list of money order offices for a sum, 
u, 011 one order, from one dollar to .thirty 
dollars. ‘But when a larger sum than the 
latter is required, additional orders to make 
il up must lie obtained. 

Rates of commission charged for money 
orders: 

On orders not exceeding $10. 10 cents. 

Over $10 and not exceeding $20,15 cents. 

Over $20 and up to $30,20 cents. 

No money will lie received for orders ex- j 
cept coin, United States notes, or notes ofj 
the National banks, and orders cannot he paid 
in any other currency. A money order is 
rendered invalid unless it is presented to the 
postmaster on whom it is drawn, within 
ninety days from its dale ; but the Postmas¬ 
ter General can iss .e a new order on the ati-

Wokcestku, Dec. 12th, 1864. 

The municipal election in this c-itv has been 
the most i xcitmg ol any lor several years. T'h>- 
pre» nt mayor is a supporter of Geo B. Mi- 
Uli-llaii, und voted with the men w ho tigli* 
against our soldiers in the war. A mujortli 
ot the Republican party believed that the Inn* 
had come when the cause ol the Union could 
lie better promoted, and fidelity and efficient-} 
better secured, by placing a R* publican intlia* 
office; and they have been successful, hot 
w ithstanding u “citiz* ns’ ticket” whs got u;
